‘‘Waste Not - Want Not’’ 


Separation of garbage in 
the home, landfill sites, used 
car bodies and bottle dis- 
posal are among major re- 
commendations contained in 
the report just released by 
the Task Committee on solid 
waste management , . It has 
been forwarded to bodies 
charged with implementing 
the recommendations, 

One of these bodies is the 
individual citizen himself. 
Citizens are being asked to 
give serious consideration, 
along with municipal gov- 


ernmeénts tothe possibilities 
of segregating household 
garbage right in the home, 
The intent of this suggestion 
is to initiate a process 
whereby the “‘throw-away 
cult”’ is disbanded and re- 
cycling and preservation of 
our finite economic resour- 
ces is greatly increased, 
Four classifications empha- 
sized for separation are 
metals, glass, paper and 
food wastes, 

The majority of the ree 
commendations aredirected 


towards government, prim- 
arily provincial, with em- 
phasis on educational pro- 
grams, 

Sanitary landfill disposal 
systems have been examin- 
ed and the committee has 
recommended extensive re- 
search be undertaken to as- 
certain the longterm affects 
of the landfill process, At 
the same time, the com- 
mittee feels that better 
‘public relations’’ and 
development of several con- 
crete examples of parks 


developed on landfill sites, 


‘would overcome many ofthe 


problems now encountered 
by municipalities, 

The largest series of ree 
commendations are aimed at 
removing derelect and aban- 
doned autos to recycling 
plants, Included in the 
scheme would be a disposal 
tax assessed against every 
registered vehicle in the 
province, The fundfrom this 
tax would operate a year 
round disposal program that 
would keep derelict cars 
moving to recycling plants 
instead of piling up in back- 
yards, etc, There would be 


a “finder’s fee’’ as well as 


‘transportation grants for 


each municipality to assist 
in the clean up process - the 
finder’s fee would be passed 
on to individuals who wished 
to go out and get these old 
hulks and would also be 
given to people who turned in 
their own car to the holding 
grounds instead of leaving it 
in some ditch or on some 
old car lot, Present opera= 
tors of junk car yards also 
received the committee’s 
attention -- these people 
could and should do more 
about keeping their pre- 
mises more Ssightly as well 


as moving more of their old 
hulks tothe recycling plants, 

Other ideas to come out 
of the committee’s workwas 
requiring the soft drink in- 
dustry to use an “‘all-tin’’ 
or ‘‘all-aluminum” pop can 
and a “standardized’’ pop 
bottle such as is the case in 
the beer industry,

Debunking The 
Day Care Mythology 


A MO‘THER’S PLACE IS IN 
THE HOME -- EVEN IF IT 
MEANS WELFARE

Research over the past 
few years does not support 
this view. Not only does 
research not show any ad- 
vantage to children whose 
mothers remained in the 
home, there is also some 
suggestion that children of 
working mothers actually 
fare better than children of 
non-working mothers. 

It is my opinionthat moth- 
ers should have a choice 
between going to work and 
taking their chances on wel- 
fare. However, I would cau- 
tion that welfare is not 
usually the best choice, A 
U.S, study, in which an un- 
usual set of circumstances 
allowed the Intramural Re- 
search Division of Social 
and Rehabilitation Services 
to trace the welfare history 
from 1939 to 1966 of a 
community of about 250,000 
population, found that child- 
ren from welfare families 
had significantly more pro- 
blems than children from 
families who did not receive 
assistance, and that the lon- 
ger a family received assis- 
tance the more likely it was 
to have problems, Another 
major study in the US, 
showed that children from 
welfare families had greater 
psychiatric impairment than 
did children from low-ine 
come, non-welfare families,

Guarantees - What they should do 


By Donna Mead, Assistant 
District Home Economist 


Did you know that a guar- 
antee can be worded in such 
a way that it provides the 
pirchaser with little or no 
protection at all? We all 
think of a guarantee or a 
warranty as assurance that 
a manufacturer or dealer 
is standing behind his pro- 
duct, 

In law, a guarantee is a 
promise by the manufact- 
urer or retailer concern- 
ing such things as quality, 
performance, condition or 
fitness of the article. In 
some cases, the guarantee 
is protecting only the man- 
ufacturer or retailer, 


Implied warranties and 
conditions are promises fix- 


ed by law, These promises 
include: that the dealer has 
a right to sell the goods; 
that goods supplied corres- 
pond with the description 
or samples provided; that 
the article is in good con- 
dition and suitable for the 
required purpose. 

Express warranties are 
specific promises made by 
the manufacturer or retailer 
as stated above, with res- 
pect to quality, performance 
condition and so forth But 
when we accept an “express 
warranty”’ we often give up 
an implied warranty, 

All guarantees should be 
carefully read for ‘‘ifs’’ and 
**buts.’’ Always get your 
guarantee in writing, 

The guarantee should tell 
you: 

1, What product - or parts 


of the product - is actually 
guaranteed, 

2. Whether or not labour 
and shipping costs are in- 
cluded should repairs be 
necessary. 

3. The duration of each 
section - how long are they 
in effect? 

4, What procedures the 
buyer must follow, Some- 
times it is necessary to 
complete and send in aform 
or follow a specific pro- 
gram of maintenance, such 
as in the case of some 
automobile warranties. 

5. Exactly how the guar- 
antor will fulfill his pro- 
mises, i.e., will he repair, 
replace or refund? 

6. Who the guarantor is- 
dealer or manufacturer. 
This is important if the 
purchaser moves to another 


location and the item fails 
to live up to its claims. 

If a guarantee or warr- 
anty is not honored in cir- 
cumstances _in___which_it 
should be, contact the head 
Office of the firm involved. 
You may also refer the mat- 
ter to: 1) your provincial 
or 2) federal government 
consumer affairs bureau for 
advice, or 3) you can take 
it to your lawyer if this is 
practical in terms of cost. 

Remember, however, that 
it is your responsibility to 
know what is in that con- 
tract you are making, Care- 
fully read the fine print of 
ALL guarantees to make 
sure that benefits are not 
exaggerated and exceptions 
concealed, exceptions which 
could cost you more than 
you bargain for.

Swathing as vital

The swathing of rapeseed 
is just as important as the 
seeding. 

Shattering of seeds and 
big fluffy swaths that can 
be easily rolled by the wind 
reduce yields significantly.

The time to swath rape- 
seed is when it is in the 
partly green stage, About 
25 to 30 per cent of the 
seeds will begin to turn 
from green to brown, The 
seeds will mature in swath 
and will be of good quality, 
However, it is just as ime 
portant not to swath too 
early. 

The stubble should be left 
as long as possibleto anchor 
the swath, the rape being cut 
just below the seed pods, 
Normally a light pack ora 
4x 8 plywood can be usedto 
press the swath into the 
stubble, however, caution 
should be used to ensure the 
swath doesn’t settle too far 
in the stubble, otherwise 
shattering will occur when 
combining, Laying swaths 
parallel to the direction of 
the prevailing wind may re= 
duce losses also,

If the infection 
is not checked immediately, 
it will spread under the bark 
of the branches to the main 
trunk, Once it reaches the 
trunk, there is little, if any, 
hope of saving the tree, 

Fireblight is caused by a 
bacterial disease, and 
spreads very quickly from 
one infected tree to other 
susceptible varieties, In fact 
one diseased tree in a city 
block will quickly infect all 
susceptible varieties for at 
least a block in each direc- 
tion, 

Often the bacteria over- 
winters in the sunken dis- 
ease lesions onthe branches, 
The severity of the disease 
seems to depend upon the 
weather and to some extent 
upon the soil fertility, being 
more prevalent in rich soils 
Periods of fairly high tem- 
peratures, high humidity and 
frequent showers contribute 
to its rapid spread, Flying

Farmers Urged To 
Clean Dugouts Now 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 
Les Reid, head of the 


Alberta department of agri- 


culture’s engineering and 
home designbranch, advises 
farmers who did not clean 
their dugouts in the spring 
to do So now, 

Algae, weeds and leaves 
often cause an unpleasant 


taste and odor in the water, , 


and can be responsible for 


pipes and filters in water: 


systems becoming blocked, 


Algae are small rootless’ 


plants which give the water 
a greenish tinge when only 
a few are present, A heavy. 
growth causes scum to form 
and increases the corros=' 
iveness and toxicity of the! 
water. A bluish tinge to the 
water indicates a very pois-, 
onous algae variety. This 
water should not be used 
until it has been treated 
and the bluish color has’ 
disappeared, 

Decaying organic matter 
in adugout or pond increases, 
the acidity ofthe water which 
causes the iron in the soil to: 
dissolve in the water, Var- 
ious species of ironbacteria’ 
may damage plumbing fix- 
tures and other metal, A 
brown slime in pipes ant 
other fixtures is an indica- 
tion that the bacteria are| 
present, A chlorinator and 
activated carbon filter will 
reduce this problem when, 
only a small amount of iron) 
is present, 

One pound of copper sul- 
fate per 100,000 gallons of} 
water will kill the algae and 
prevent further growth this 
year, It will not, however, 
dissolve the organic matter 


that is already in the pond 
or dugout, This is the rea- 
son that dugouts and ponds 
should be treated early in 
the spring, 

There are two methods 
of applying copper sulfate. 
The first is to put crystale 
line sulfate in aporous cloth 
bag (not burlap) and with 
two 100-foot cords pull it 
back and forth across the 
surface of the water until all 
the chemical has dissolved : 
and the whole water surface 
has been covered, 

The second method is to 
dissolve powdered copper 
sulfate in warm water and 
spray the entire surface of 
the water, Since copper sul- | 
fate is very corrosive, the | 
sprayer should be thor-| 
oughly cleaned afterwards. | 

If the pond or dugout has | 
a lot of other aquatic weeds, | 
including or excluding al- 
gae, diquat (Reglone A) 
should be used instead of 
copper sulfate, Half agallon 
is the rate suggested for a. 
standard-size dugout, If the 
water has a great manysus- 
pended particles, diquat will 
not have any effect on the’ 
weeds unless the water is 
first sprayed with 100to 200 
pounds of powdered alumin- | 
um sulfate to settle out the 
silt particles, Water which 
has been treated with diquat 
should not be used for swim~| 
ming nor drunk by animals | 
or human beings for atleast 
24 hours,
